The patent does not read as shown in the certificate of correction, because, as shown in 
the specification (col. 6, line 62, through col. 7, line 5) and in Figs. 6A and 6C, the 
relevant rotation angle is measured with respect to the direction of the implantation; and 
the change of the rotation angle from the original 90 degrees to 180 degree would make 
the second implantation unworkable as it would cause the back of substrate (600) to face 
the implantation source (604).
